Commission Splits On Choice 
New Dept. Commissioners Are 
Named. No Speeches Made 
Ry New Incumbents 


‘By action of a majority of 
the mérnbers of the new City 
Commission, Harold Rabin, was 
named Mayor of the City of 
Belle Glade, at the re-organi- 
zation meeting of that body, on 
Wednesday night by a 3 to 2 
vote. Commissioner Lloyd nom- 
inated Rabin and Commissioner 
Dooley nominated Junius Har- 
ris. The vote lined up: For Ra- 
bin, Lloyd, Collins and Rabin; 
for Harris, Dooley and Harris, 

When it came to selecting the 
Police Department Commission- 
er, Harris nominated Dooley; 
and- Lloyd, Rabin. Rabin was 
chosen for the position by a 
similar line up vote as that cast 
for the Chairmanship and May- 
or. 

Other selections in the or- 
ganization set up were of an un- 
animous character, which were; 
Vice Mayor and Treasurer, and 
Street commissioner, Junius 
Harris; Police, Harold Rabin; 
Building and Sanitary, Walter 
Collins; Water works, N. D. 
Lloyd; Park and: Fire Depart- 
ment, Frank Dooley. 

City Solicitor H. D. Beck, 
who has served the city in that 
capacity for the past 16- years, 
presented his résignation ef- 
fective on September 30th., and 
same was acojpted without 
comment, The term of Jack O. 
Johnson, is about to expire, but 
the filling of this position, by 
common consent, was left open 
until the meeting of September 
28th. 

City Clerk A. L. Wallis, be- 
ing under proposed civil serv- 
ice protection in that position, 
‘was named as City Tax Asses- 
sor and Collector for the coming 
fiscal year, i 

Peace Justice George Wil- 
liams was present. and per- 
formed the swearing in cere- 
monies of Commissioners Lloyd, 
Collins and Harris for service 
for the next two years. Each of 
them also subscribed to the 
loyalist oath, and declared them- 
selves not Communists or mem- 
bers of that organization or 
party affilations, Justice Wil- 
liams did not address-the Com- 
mission, ala Tedder, but simply 
said, “Congratulations and Good 
Luck, 

Commissioner A. J. Rich- 
mond, retiring after one ternt 
on the Commission, turned over 
his seat to his successor Collins, 
with a handshake and a smile.’ 
Richmond during his term of 
office had served as Sanitary 
and Waterworks Conimissioner 
and made acceptable service 
record in both positions,

People or bodies who become 


[over important and autocratic 


with their powers, quite often 
get caught up.in their own net, 
and that is what has happened 
with the State Game and Fresh- 
water Fish Commission. The 
Senate at Tallahassee has or- 
dered an investigation of the 
Department, as to its salaries, 
operating expenses, scientific 
studies and special surveys, its 
policies and practices 

Members of the Senate claim 
that the Commission was act- 
ing in an autocratic manner 
against the wishes of the people 
and against the best interests 
of conservation, and maintained 
too much of a “public be 
damned” attitude, and “that the 
entire board and official agents 
ought to be fired.” 

Commercial fishermen of the 
state are hoping that this in- 
vestigation may bring about 
some relief to them, as the Com- 
mission has held a stiff hand on 
them for the past four years, 
practically demoralizing the 
fishing interests and their busi- 
ness. Fishing interests on Lake 
Okeechobee are now but a shell 
of its former prosperous activ- 
ity. 

The recent storm, according 
to the Commission, killed thou- 
sands of fish in Lake Okeecho- 
bee, as the banks and streams 
leaving into the lake are cov- 
ered with dead fish of every 
size and type, but the bony shad 
showing the most destruction. 
Too much sediment in the water 
is the cause for the smothering 
of the fish.

“Production planning in- its 
simplest form is the adjustment 
of commodity output to suit an- 
ticipated consumer demand, 
based on the general economic 
situation,” Graw explained. 
“This involves the production of 
sufficient fruits and vegetables 
to meet consumer requirements 
at a fair price, with a just pro- 
fit for the grower.” 

“Failure of the industry to 
plant sufficient acreage to ade- 
quately supply our markets can 
result in loss of these tharkets 
to competitors. On the other 
hand, over-production can lead 
to financial loss for the grower. 


When demand and production 


are in balance, we have the ideal 
situation,” Graw added.

Sugar Cane Loss 
To Be Nominal 


Charles E. Wetherald, presi- 
dent of the United States Sugar 
Corporation, 
all loss to sugar cene from the 
recent hurricane at 18, percent. 
Mr. Wetherald reported this 
figure might even be reduced 
due to the fact that the storm 
came early and the cane had 
not attained its full growth. 
This may enable it to recover 
somewhat from the buffeting 
it received from the high winds. 

In the Western Division, 
where the hard winds blew 
only in one direction, the cane 
was flattened out and some 
breakage occurred, but it is be- 
lieved that the damage was 
comparatively light. Worst dam- 
age was in the Eastern Division, 
near the center of the storm, 
where hard reverse winds 
caused severe breakage. 

Fortunately there will be no 
damage this year from high 
water which caused so much 
trouble last year. Rains were 
comparatively light for such a 
heavy storm and no severe 
flooding has been apparent. 

H. T. Vaughn, vice-president 
and general manager, said an 
estimate of damage to the sugar 
house here had been made by 
C. A. Martinez, who fixed it at 
$3,500, from loss of sheet metal, 
windows, etc, The roof was bad- 
ly damaged on the electrical re- 
pair building, but the Planta- 
tion Machine Shops suffered 
only minor damage. 

The loss was severe in various 
plantation villages, particular- 
ly at Bryant, where some small 
buildings were knocked down 
and roofs badly damaged. New- 
port Industries suffered severe 
damage to their ramie plant at 
Bryant on the sugar corpora- 
tion property. The main ware- 
house was blown down and sev- 
eral other buildings damaged.

Belle Glade Hospital’s 
Financial And Physical 
Structure Satisfactory 


Board Chairman Rabin Tells 
Lions Of Status Of 
“Our” Hospital 


As Chairman of the South- 
western Palm Beach County 
Public Hospital Board, I find 
that there are many different 
phases of hospital work. In fact, 
there are so many I've had quite 
a job selecting my topic for tp- 
day. We Board Members be- 
come acquainted with these 
many phases in due time, So 
with that in mind, I am going 
to speak a little today on those 
phases that I am most acquaint- 
ed with at this time, 

As you all know, the Belle 
Glade Hospital was first con- 
structed and operated by the 
Government. Its services was 
limited to Migratory workers, 
On September 15, 1947, the 
Western Palm Beach County 
Public Hospital Board came in- 
to being and the Belle Glade 
Hospital was open to the public. 

We have gone a long way 
since then in medical services, 
hospital facilities, and net 
worth. As we look at our hos- 
pital today, with its services to 
the community, its modern fac- 
ilities, and its beautiful grounds, 
we should feel proud. 

To me, a hospital is a decided 
asset to a community. Statistics 
show that a community with a 
hospital progresses and grows 
faster than a community with- 
out a hospital, As we analyze 
each phase of hospital work and 
its available services and fac- 
ilities, we shall truly see in it 
a Community Health Center. 
It is not just for the city of 
Belle Glade alone but for our 
neighbors to the north, south, 
east, and west of us. The hos- 
pital draws no lines of discrim- 
ination against race, creed, color, 
or financial status. 

In my opinion, no other pub- 
lic institution in Florida made 
such a noteworthy record as the 
Belle Glade Memorial Hospital 
in establishing and justifying 
its financial ‘existance. 

For instance, last June, one 
year ago, the Board, I am told, 
was confronted with the task of 
raising $50,000 for operation 
purposes. Attempts were made 
to borrow this amount, but due 
to the legality of the hospital 
deed, no loan was possible. The 
citizens of Belle Glade were 
most generous prior to the open- 
ing of the hospital and it was 
felt that, they, in their response, 
had done their share and should 
not be called upon again for 
help, This left only one avenue 
open. The hospital must, thru 
its own collection, pay its own 
way. I am happy to say, it did 
just that. 

Today, one year later, we in- 
spect the same hospital and 
what do we find? A bank bal- 
ance of over $30,000, a reduc- 
tion in the millage tax for 1950, 
a reduction in charges of serv- 
ices such as laboratory and x- 
ray from 30 to 50 percent, and 
also a reduction in the prices

Down here in South Florida, 
we are thinking primarily about 
our portion of the vast flood 
control project, and not in- 
formed about some of the fea- 
tures of the project lying north 
of the lake toward Orlando.

I looked around my grove to 
see what storm damage I had 
sustained, and I was fortunate 
as my well fruited trees sus- 
tained only a nominal loss from 
storm threashing. 

On the afternoon of our ar- 
rival, an extremely heavy rain 
came, more than we had here 
in the hurricane period, and had 
I advertised my home for sale 
I could have termed it a “water 
bound island” for that was what 
it was. 


|, One of the storm causalities 
that I noticed on my trip was at 
Kensnasville, where a large con- 
crete garage building erected 
two years ago, and which was 
used as a shelter last year, was 
completely demolished by the 
force of the high wiris, 


The Peavy-Wilson Lumber 
Co., which for two score years 
has operated its mammoth saw 
mill at Holopaw, harvesting 
and manufacturing timbers 
from an eighty mile cireumfer- 
ence, is now shut down, likely 
permanently. Not a stick of the 
huge piles of lumber which cus- 
tomarily filled the yards are to 
be seen, everything having been 
cleaned up.

Grove ground almost com- 
pletely covered with the fallen 
fruit, which means before the 
storm, a rich harvest and profits, 
now a complete loss. Remark- 
able the way, cities had cleared 
up marks of the gale that had 
visited the central state region.
